The geology professor has re- 
turned with a number of rare 
Chinese geologic survey reports. ' 
written in English to be used in 
both his and the school's libra- 1 
ries. and several hundred pounds' 
of rock specimens. 



Dr. Johnson spent six weeks in 
Japan and a month each in Oki- 
nawa and the Marianas, conduct- 
ing a geological survey of modern 
reefs and ancient reef limestone*. 
Results of the continuing survey 
will be published in government 
scientific reports. 

While in the Pacific he photo- 
graphed fiYe active volcanoes 
and took about nine hundred 
Kodachrome photographs.
